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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a system and method for 

sending high fidelity sound between wireless units wherein each independent claims 
has been amended to clearly narrow the independent claims to include, inter alia, 
receiving the first and second analog signals from the audio interface; sampling the first 
analog signals at a first rate; grouping at least two samples of the first analog signals to 
represent the portion of the first analog signals; sampling the second analog signals at a 
second rate; and grouping at least two samples of the second analog signals to 
represent the portion of the second analog signals, the first and second rates combining 
to form a rate greater than eight kilohertz such that the audible sounds represented by 
the portion of the first analog signals and the portion of the second analog signals are 
encoded at a combined rate greater than eight kilohertz so as to filter out background 
noise before encoding and transmitting thereby saving on bandwidth as recited in 
independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 21 , 26 and 31 and depicted in figure 2.
